Strange Sarcoidosis

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have 
a disease called Boeck’s Sar¬ 
coid. Is there a cure for this 
and what is the fatality rate? 
I am under cortisone medica¬ 
tion. — Mrs. M. \\. 

Dear Dr. Thostes<^: Could 
you please tell me about a 
disease called sarcoidosis? 
Does it have a lot to do with 
tumors of the skin? Can it af¬ 
fect the eyes? Docs a person 
get cured of this disease? 

I am going on 30 years old. 
Does it have anything to do 
with the liver? I was told not 
to drink any kind of liquor, 
that it would hurt me.—Mrs. 
J. K. L. 

Two letters, two names, 
same disease. 

Boeck's. also called sar¬ 
coidosis. is a condition caus¬ 
ing small tubercles (lumps) in 
body tissue. Its cause is un¬ 
known, but it is more com¬ 
mon among young adults, al¬ 
though it can and does occur 
in other age groups. 

Because not much Is known 
about it and less written 
about it, a patient is naturally

confused and bewildered 
when he learns he has it. 

The disease is strange for 
several reasons For exam¬ 
ple, it can appear in almost 
any tissue, eyes, skin, glands, 
lunc. Yet few symptoms are 
produced, although it may be 
accompanied b a subtle 
fever. 

It has a tendency to appear 
and disappear spontaneou^jf** 
and mov^ from one site to 
another. It is usually charac¬ 
terized by tumors (benign) re¬ 
sembling flesh. 

Sarcoidosis has a tendency 
ai.so to mimic other ailments. 

When it attacks the lungs, it 
can be mistaken for tubercu¬ 
losis. 

atft d n U ^ *Xneiuap]oui 
cause is unknown, some pa¬ 


tients who have had sar¬ 
coidosis have later been found 
to have tuberculosis. 

Diagnosis is made by tissue 
biopsy of the lumps or of the 
affected lymph glands. There 
is a Special blo^ test which 
also reveals its presence. 

It is not life-threatening, al¬ 
though when it affects the 
lungs, It can become more 
serious. 

Use of steroids (cortisone- 
type medication), as in-Ahe 
case of Mrs. M. W., helps 
speed up the disai^arance of 
lesiems. 

And Mrs. T. can do without 
her alcohol for the time being, 
particularly if the liver is in¬ 
volved. 

Dear Dr. Tbostesoa: Will 
you kindly explain what 
makes a heterosexual?— E. 
A. B.

T he special session of the B.C. legislature 
opening today should be a businesslike affair. 
It will lack the ceremony of the full-fledged session 
early In the new year. Its purpose will be to plit 
through quickly the legislation given the highest 
priority by the New Democratic government. But 
bebause a federal election campaign is in 
progress — there no doubt will be some striving 
for partisan one-upmanship; if it is too early for 
the Op^wsltion normally to try to tear down the 
government recently elected to a strong majority 
position by the voters of the province, it is not un¬ 
timely to seek to reflect credit or discredit on the 
federal parties.

Nevertheless it is hoped the brief fall session 
will set a new style of conduct for the assembly. 
For years schoolchildren and other visitors to the 
public galleries have seen and heard shocking rude¬ 
ness on the floor of the house; parliamentary de- 
-eorum,has often seemed a myth. The official Op¬ 
position'— now the government — has comp^ned 
session after session about the government’s driv¬ 
ing ways, about long night and early-morning sit¬ 
tings, "legislation by exhaustion.” Now, in power, 
it has the chance to remedy some of the abuses of 
power it has discerned in the past. 


Problem of Succession 


I T IS EXPECTED that when the time comes for 
Mao Tse-tung to step down from his political 
eminence he will be succeeded in Peking by some 
sort of executive committee, a sort of council of 
elders. 

Decision on this policy has been disclosed by 
Prime Minister Chou En-lai, removing any specula¬ 
tion that he himself might be the successor. For 
besides being an old comrade of the Long March, 
Mr. Chou has always appeared to the western 
world head and shoulders above any of his col¬ 
leagues — not excepting Mr. Mao himself. 

No one outside the Peking hierarchy can have 
any idea who will be nominated for the executive, 
which might take the triumvirate form, or whether 
Mr. Mao has made up his mind about them. About 
the only thing that is certain is that their selection 
will be his decision. 

One reason for the departure from the absolu¬ 
tism that has been the practice in China since the 
days of the Kuomlntang was the sad treachery of 
another comrade of the Long March, Marshal Lin 
Piao. Mr. Mao desi^ated the younger man as his 
successor, and smilingly recommended acceptance 
of his heir to the people of China. The temptation 
was too much for Marshal Lin. He tried to hurry 
the exit of his leader and himself died in his flight 
from the consequences of his betrayal. 

The avowed reason for the change in the form 
of administration, given by Mr. Chou, is that China 
is too vast a land for any one man to govern. It has 
an unconvincing sound. Because no totalitarian sys¬ 


tem can operate effectively unless one man has the 
right of final decision. It is necessary to have a 
Stalin or a Castro, a Hitler, a Mussolini or a Mao 
Tse-tung to hold together that sort of political 
structure. 

Whatever comes after Mr. Mao, collective 
leadership or triumvirate, there will be one domi¬ 
nant figure. China’s is a system that invites ri“ 
valries, and rivalries in such a country are likely 
to lead to fractures. 

This has been the history of the land. 

Even the most potent dynasties were plagued 
by rebellions and the central government repeated¬ 
ly found itself defied and denied by some upstart 
warlord at the other end of the country. 

In fact, to some extent this danger remains. 
Regional leaders have a tendency to fortify their 
positions and as their power grows so does their in¬ 
dependence. 

This is not to say, of course, that the nation is 
about to fadl apart and return to the chaotic condi¬ 
tions of Kuomintang rule — or attempted rule — 
when Chiang Kai-shek was harassed by such pow¬ 
erful warlords as Chang Tso-lin, his son Dhang 
Hsueh-liang and the formidable Wu Pei-fu. 

Eventually a satisfactory central authority 
will evolve. In the meantime it will be interesting to 
watch — if anyone abroad is allowed — the man¬ 
oeuvring. And some day the world will possibly 
learn of the strategies and intrigues that are an in¬ 
evitable part ot it, when some enlightened head of 
state in Peking will decree, "Now it can be told.”

"Must have given awajf 
maybe some 150,000 of them 
altogether." he says a.s he 
dumps a few hundred into a 
carton; "Always'had the mes- 
sage printed up near the 
eraser so when the pencil 
.shaipened down to a stub, it 
wa.s still there.". 

Dovvti off the walls were 
coming the photographs — of 
the queen, the royal family, 
the home at 550 East Bridge 
street in Belleville, the farm 
in Sidney township, the 1952 
county council of which he 
was warden, the old dairy. 

He bought the dairy back in 
thq early 1940s, he recalled, 
for 'something around $8,000. 
and a friend a'sked him if he 
had a slogan. 

"All I've got," he told him, 
"is two horses, two wagons, a' 
beat-up truck, a small metal- 
covered building, and a route 
that sells 200 quarts.” 

When he sold the dairy five 
years ago, by then known 
across the country as "The 
Friendly Milkman." sales 
wore running 8.000 quarts. 

"Gosh,” he .exploded, cast¬ 
ing a lingering glance over 
the wildly disordered office.

He’ll find a way. for he's

She was working on pension 
and imemployntent Insurance 
troubles of Lee Grills’ constit¬ 
uents, and never stopped talk¬ 
ing. 

"The one thing I feel pretty 
good about In leaving," he 
confided, "is that I looked 
after my people. You’ve got 
to do that. 

"I never was much on the 
big speeches in the Commons. 
Made mighty few of them. 
Always figured Ihe votes were 
back home in the county, not 
up here on The Hill. 


"F'olks used to drop ihoir 
passports around to our home 
and I’d pick them up on the 
next weekend, take them to 
Ottawa and bring them back 
the next weekend, as many as 
24 at a time. 

"Never asked anyone who 
they voted r they vyanled me 
to do something for them in 
Ottawa. I d try to oblige. 

"I always figured if a man 
answers his mail, his phone, 
and calls for help from his 
people, that’s what counts; 
and he could let somebody 
else do , the talking in the 
Commons." 

But it wasn't always .strictly 
home^town service that I.,ee 
Grills gave his people. He 


.squeezed out time to take an 
active part in the work of 
Defence. Transport .\gricul- 
ture and Public Accounts 
committee.s. 

Now it was over. He was 
moving out. Breaking 13 
years of routine driving up to 
Ottawa Sunday nights, iiving 
the week divided between 
Parliament and a hotel room, 
and driving back to Belleville 
Friday nights to spend a busy 
Saturday with "all my peo¬ 
ple." 

What'll he do now? 

Well, at 68 Ihere'.s the farm, 
the home in Belleville, friends 
of a lifetime, and if Bamey’e 
health Is up to it. maybe some 
travel. But today it's goodbye 
on Parliament Hill. 


Angela Davis in Prague 
came soaring up to her 
peroration. She grinned, 
happy andioxalted; she flung 
up her clenched fist and 
ended with the triumphant 
cry: "I.z)ng live proletarian 
internationalism!" 

’The appiause came. But in 
the back rows of the Lucerna, 
that gorgeous subterranean 
cavern of a public hall, the 
assembled schoolkids were 
slightly taken aback. Some 
clearly did not know what 
' ‘proletarian interna¬ 
tionalism" was. and why An¬ 
gela Davisova thought it so 
exciting. Others knew it as 
the principle used to .lustify 
the Warsaw Pact interventi m 
in Czechoslovakia four years 
ago; they too wondered why 
she used those words. 

What did Angela Davis 
think she was doing in East¬ 
ern Europe? In the minds of 
many, she is not merely a 
leader of the black struggle 
for emancipation in the Unit¬ 
ed States: she is also a figure 
from the New Left, a formida¬ 
ble intcllectual-in-action who 
learned her Marxism from 
Adorno and Marcuse in 
Frankfurt and California. 


Stalinism, and the pener- 
sion of the Marxist doctrine 
represented by the modern 
Soviet bureaucracy, know no 
more eloquent enemies than 
such men. And yet here came 
Angela, liberated from her 
prison, visiting, tfie Soviet 
Union. East Germany. Bul¬ 
garia and Czechoslovakia -- 
the states in which this "bu¬ 
reaucratic socialism” is most 
orthodox and repressive 
and taking care to say the 
Things which would please 
their governments most. 

In East Berlin, she praised 
the Wall. In the Soviet Union, 
she praised Party life and or¬ 
ganization. In Czechoslovak!;!, 
she praised the Soviet alliance 
and "proletarian interna- 
tionalL<»m," and firmly re¬ 
fused to answer the apfieals of 
Communists and socialists 
imprisoned this summer for 
trying to express'their view,*! 
by leaflet. It was predictable 
that intellectuals who are crit¬ 
ical but not necessarily disloy¬ 
al to their regimes should- 
ask: "Is she naive? Oi' is she 
cynical?" 

The alternatives are too 
sharp, \liss Da\ is is not naive 
in the sense that she simply 
does not know what goes on., 
in the sociali.st societies of

the Warsaw Pact. She has 
studied too well, and been 
around tx) long in Europe, 
not to know. 

Nor is she simply fiutting on 
a cynical act in voicing her 
support for the Soviet brand 
of Marxism-Leninism. She is. 
after all. now a Communist, a 
member of the Central Com¬ 
mittee of the United States 
Communist Party. which 
compensates for its minute 
numbers by its devotion lo the 
Soviet political line. 

★ ★ ★ 

Watching her in action in 
Prague, some of the answers 
to these mysteries began to 
emerge. At a press confer¬ 
ence, a Western .journalist 
managed - - under barracking 
from embarrassed Czechoslo¬ 
vak reporters — to ask her di¬ 
rectly why she had not re¬ 
sponded to the a pppflU for the 
imprisoned Czech socialists. 
She began her reply: "Thi.s 
tour has been primarily to 
thank the peoples of the So¬ 
cialist countries where inten¬ 
sive campaigns were waged 
about my fate . . 

Her choice of words — 
"peoples" rather than govern¬ 
ments — seemed to be delib¬ 
erate. She refused to answer 
the question, merely referring 
the .iournalist to her party 
headquarters and remarking 
that .she was involved in the 
struggle for political prisoners 
in her own country "who were, 
fighting for socialism and 
against imperialism and in 
the direction of the progres¬ 
sive processes of history." 
But a certain signal had been 
made. Nobody should think 
that Angela Davis is uncri¬ 
tical about the regimes of the 
Warsaw Pact states. 


So, if she may privately be 
critical, is this graceful war¬ 
rior for black frights and 
women’s liberation being 
merely cynical in, keeping her 
thoughts to herself? Not en¬ 
tirely. Her own constituency 
is the black slums of the 
American cilies, where the 
struggle is against hunger, 
unemployment and rats 
rather than for the more so¬ 
phisticated values of free 
speech. 

From tliis point of view, she 
obviously found much lo ad¬ 
mire. She said, with sincerity, 
that she could now tell the 
blacks, the Mexican- 
Amcricans and the Puerto 
Ricans that "socialism has 
the answer to their problems 
... I was impressed by low 
rents and the degree to which 
women had been emancipated 
under socialism, and particu¬ 
larly in a place like Uzbekis¬ 
tan where only four or five 
decades ago women wore long 
‘ robes and veils and were con¬ 
sidered creatures less than 
human beings.” 

•A- ★ ★ 

In the Lucerna, sitting on 
the platform among elderly 
Communist Party women and 
youth leaders with carefully 
short back-and-sides haircuts, 
the tall figure of Angela Davis 
with her huge black dandelion 
of hair and her copjier skin 
was exotic. And yet there 
were moments when one felt 
that she was the only genuine 
Communist in the hall. The 
young cheered her because 
she was brave and had been 
on trial for her life and was 
now free. The Czechs on the 
platform praised her as an 
example of "engagement," 
thundered obscurely about the 


crimes of imperialism, and 
spoke earnestly of the vir- 
tures of loyalty, enthusiasm, 
work. In nothing that they 
said was there any specifical¬ 
ly socialist or revolutionary 
message. Youth should be mo¬ 
bilized, and against imperial¬ 
ism. but for what? 

Angela was different. She 
said that "my answer is the 
seizure of state power by the 
working class." She used the 
clenched-fist salute, which 
means not only Black Power 
but the pre-war Communist 
greeting of the Red Front. 
She talked, indeed, like those 
old Communists of blazing 
conviction who are now so 
rare in Europe. She left her 
audience a long way behind. 

■A ★ ★ 

And this, perhaps, is the 
key. Like so many veterans of 
the New Left and the student 
movements of the slxtiee, An¬ 
gela Davis has come dn from 
the cold of fighting on two 
fronts, and fighting without an 
organized base. She now be¬ 
lieves that without a party, 
nothing can be achieved, and 
that in the world struggle be¬ 
tween socialism and imperial¬ 
ism. that party can only be 
the party of Lenin. 

To buy the support of the 
Soviet bloc for what she is 
doing in America. Angela 
Davis is prepared to say 
many doubtful things and be 
silent about many others. It is 
a road travelled by so many, 
a road travelled by so many. 
In Prague, men now expelled 
from tile party shake their 
heads, not without affection 
and recollections of their own 
youth, and wonder how long 
she will be able to ride the 
tiger of the jiarty before it 
devours her.

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Of all the spacecraft put 
into orbit, none have h^ 
more impact than r^i- 
munlcations satellites. 

Television coverage of the 
Olympic games or a moon 
walk has become com¬ 
monplace. Phone calls flow 
- etfsijy among a growing 
number of natiems which once 
found communication dif¬ 
ficult. 

By 1971 the global satellite 
communication system’s 
10,000 circuits could handle 
more than 10,000,000 ti*an.s. 
oceanic calls annually, and 
Ihe cost of a three-minute 
New York-to-London conver¬ 
sation had dropfied from 59 t > 
$5 in just six years. 

Any one of the four present 
IN'rE^AT satellites, the lat¬ 
est in a new generation of 
spacecraft, can carry 6,000 
telephone calls simultaneously 
— more than all transAtlantio 
■ cables combined. The last IN¬ 
TELSAT put into orbit in 
June added 12 television chan¬ 
nels to the 48 now available 
between the United States and 
other nations. 

At last count. 83 countries

.Consortium (INTELSATl 
managed by the Com¬ 
munications Satellite Corpora-* 
tion I COMSAT). a United 
States firm.

A British diplomat once 
cautioned an audience never 
to hope for peace in the Mld> 
die East. He said: '‘When you 
have it, thank God for it. 
Then prepare for a fi^t.'* 

Smouldering at the steam¬ 
ing southern tip of the Arabi¬ 
an Peninsula is a brutal, 
bloody conflict, ridden with a 
history of intrigue and cruel¬ 
ty, ortiich bears out the above 
words of the late Lord Hali¬ 
fax. 

Battles between the tiny 
states of North and South 
Yemen, with brothers slaught¬ 
ering brothers and wives be¬ 
traying husbands, have been 
raging sporadically for nearly 
four years. 


Each of the deadly, little- 
noticed encounters has threat¬ 
ened to shatter the patched-up 
peace of the entire Middle 

East. 

Now, however, a pattern 
seems finally to be emerging 
which may lessen slightly the 
risks of the fight spreading to 
an international level. 

A fomial tzMce between the 
Yemen Arab R^aiblio North 
Yemen and the Democratic 
Republic of Yemen South 
Yemen wias recently announc¬ 
ed after the latest two-month 
outburst of hostility. 

Sources in the West believe 
the major powers and most 
Middle Ealtem states are 
rapidly losing interest in the 
conflict which in the early 
1960s attracted mediation ef¬ 
forts by U.S. President John 
F. Kennedy, the United Na¬ 
tions and Soviet leader Nikita 
Khrushchev. 


They say the easing of the 
cold war has lessened East- 
West rivalry for influence in 
the less-developed world gen¬ 
erally. The Middle East states 
are occupied with the Arab- 
Israeli struggle and their own 
internal development and 
have less time and resources 
for involvement in Yemen. 

But perhaps the most im¬ 
portant reason for the loss of 
interest is the realization that 
the two Yemens have little or 
nothing to offer of commer¬ 
cial value. 


North 'Yemen has some 
scant mineral resources but 
little else which would attract 
investment or even aid. Its 
population of about five mil¬ 
lion lives in primitive condi¬ 
tions well below the poverty 
line. 

Russia still supplies a small 
amount of military assistance 
to both Yemens and Libya 
maintains a trickle of aid to 
the North. But such major 
suppilieTs as Egypt! and Saudi 
Arabia have long ago with¬ 
drawn active assistance. 

The basic conflict in the 
Yemens is a tribal one. 

In 1948, fighting broke out 
between royalist forces and 
republican revolutionaries in 
North Yemen. The monarchy 
was finally overthrown in 1962 
when Canada was among the 
first four countries to recog¬ 
nize the new regime. 


Saudi Arabia and Jordan 
continued to support the roy¬ 
alists, with the Egyptians and 
Russians backing the republi¬ 
cans. In 1965, 25,000 Egyptian 
tixx)ps were still fighting roy¬ 
alist remnants in Yemen. 

. When the British withdrew 
^ from their pcvteetorate of 
South Yemen in 1967, a com¬ 
munist-oriented government 
came to poweb, intent on 
reuniting the two Yemens and 
the families and tribes divid¬ 
ed by the border. 

Fighting has raged ever 
since and Lord Halifax's pes¬ 
simistic appraisal gains fur¬ 
ther credence.

India, whera much ol the 
land lies parched and cracked 
under the heat of the blazing 
sun, will grow greener as a 
result o{ the world's biggest 
water project. 

The project is so massive 
that It will dwarf evep the So¬ 
viet attempt to divert water 
from the Siberian rivers to 
the basin ot the Aral Sea. 

A UN survey just released 
atrawes the feasibility of a 
S.IKjO-kilometre canal natwork 
that links all the major rivers 
in jndsa and win irrigate vest 
dr6ught-pTone regions in 
south, central, and western 
India. • 

The canals also will revolu- 
thnlza Inland transport with a 
navigatkn network equalling 
the combined lengths of the 
Rhine, the Danube, end VMu- 
la waterways in Europe. 

★ ★ ★ 

The value to India's 580 
million people ..can be mea¬ 
sured thus: 

• With 70 per cent of its 
population dep^ent on agri¬ 
culture, one major objective 
under the new plan la to more 
than double Mgated areas, 
from dia present ei^t million 
hectares to 19 million hec¬ 
tares in the basins of the 
Sane, Narmuda, Godavari, 
Krishna, Penner, and Cau- 
veiy River basins. The canal 
»teo will provide much-needed 
reserve water for water-scarce 
areas. 

Hie canal network i« ex¬ 
pected to become a major 
navigation route for ferrying 


bulk cargoes from the south 
to the industrial north, as well 
as to the major teaporta of 
tha country. It also wUl be a 
major means ot transporting 
coal. 

The I4-billian-plus plan en¬ 
visages Bfting 25 billion cubic 
metres of water annually 
from the Ganges river up 490 
metres Into a reservoir. 

From here, the water wilt 
travel along 3,300 kilometres 
through aqueducts, gravity 
canals, tunnels, natural water 
couraea and reservoirs before 
flowing into the southern and 
western rivers. Secondary 
feeder canals will get the 
water to needed regions. 

* * * 

The project, which Is ex¬ 
pected to take 25 years to 
complete, emanated from a 
study made at the request of 
the Indian government. It was 
financed by a 324,000 tech- 
nical.asaiBtance grant given 
by the United Nations devel¬ 
opment program, the UN cen¬ 
tral coordinating body respon¬ 
sible for financing interna¬ 
tional development programs. 

The plan links the Ganges, 
Brahmaputra, Narmada, 
Tapti, Godavari, Krishna, 
Penner, end Cauvery rivers 
— the entire Indian peninsulfi 
in fact.

Atomic power has arrived fai naifaein Indian states with 
the coming into operation of the first unit ot tha Rajasthan 
Atomic Power Plant (RAPP) at Ranapratap Sagar, Rajasth¬ 
an state, about 400 miles acuth of New Delhi.. 

RAPP, built with Canadian technioal and financial assis¬ 
tance, ia^now pumping 20 mego wa t te ot power into the 
Rajasthan grid linked with Punjab, Haryana, Himachal and 
Jammu and Kashmir atatea. Socn output will be stepped up 
to 140 megowatte, and by May next year it wlH have readied 
200 megowatte. 

The second unit of RAPP, with a rated capacity of 200 
megowattr, la scheduled to go tiito operation in June 1975. 

The flow Of atomic power into nortbem India has brought 
joy to the states of Punjab and Haryana, because lack of rain 
has caused a severe power crisis. The toll in the water level 
of the Bakra dam reservoir, where power ii generated, 
farced Punjab and Maryana to impose a 40 per cent cut In 
supplies, whieh seriously hit Industty. 

India's first atomic power station at Tarapur, near Bom¬ 
bay, wMdi went on the line In 1969, feede western India. Hie 
third plant is taking shape at Kalpakkam, near Madras. The 
fourth will be located at Narora In Uttar Pradesh. Its founda¬ 
tion stone will be laid by Prime Minister Mrs. Indira Gandhi 
next month. 

The Rajasthan plant is a joint Indo<tenadian project 
which began with the signing of an agreement In 1963. Con¬ 
struction started two years later. The agreement incorporates 
safeguard clautea against the usa ot plutonium recovered 
from the reactor for war purposes. 

The plant opst 630 million rupees. Its second unit Is ee- 
timated to coat, 670 million rupees. Sixty per cent of the 
sophisticated and heavy equipment, like turbo^nerators, 
was imported from Canada. Hia nuclear design ot the plant 
was prepared by Atomic Energy ot Canada Limited and con¬ 
ventional design by the Montreal Engineering Company.

Controversy Banned

Brazil's military govern¬ 
ment has given another turn 
to the screw of firm control 
that it believes is necessary to 
protect the.country’s political 
stability. 

In a series of directives to 
newspapers, the government 
has banned all stories and 
comment on such subjects as 
presidential succession, ter¬ 
rorist activities, changes in 
state and federal govern¬ 
ments, statements by the 
Roman Catholic hierarchy, 
strikes, skyjackings — in 
short, almost anything that 
would prove controversial. 

The new directives pro¬ 
voked a number of complaints 
both in and out of Brazil. 

★ ★ ★ 

The most pungent comment 
came from Ruy Mesquita. 
publisher of the respected 
OEstado de Sao Paulo, which 


many regard as Brazil’s lead¬ 
ing daily. Mesquita said in a 
telegram to justice Minister 
Alfredo Buzaid: 

“On learning of the orders 
recently issued by you, I felt 
profoundly humiliated and 
ashamed — ashamed for the 
degrading of Brazil to the 
condition of a little banana 
republic, or some kind of 
Uganda, by a government 
which has lost its reason.” 

He went on to say that the 
government had abandoned 
the course set by the late 
Marshal Humberto Castelo 
Branco, who was the first 
military president after the 
military takeover of 1964. 

In discaixling the Castelo 
Branco course, Mesquita said, 
the government had em¬ 
barked “on a course of mili¬ 
tary dictatorship, of a kind 
which is out of fashion, even 
in the Speinish-speaking re¬ 
publics of America.” 




Mesquita is not alone in his 
criticism. But the criticism is 
not being published in Brazil¬ 
ian newspapers and even 
Mesquita’s OEstado did not 
print his letter. When the 
'Porto Alegre paper Ooniero 
do Povo attempted to publish 
the texts, its offices were in¬ 
vaded by pcflice before the edi¬ 
tion was even printed. 

There is sharp disagree¬ 
ment in Brazilian circles over 
the reasons for imposition of 
the new regulations. Brazil’s 
press has long existed on the 
fine line between freedom to 
publish ■ and official cen¬ 
sorship, and there have been 
numerous instances in the 
past when the press has been 
restricted. 

But the new regulations go 
further than before. There arc 
some commentators who 
think the new orders were im¬ 
posed because of a struggle 
within the military, which the

U.S. University Students 
Flock to Occult Classes

A lot of bright American college students 
think the future is in the palm of their hand, 
says Prof. David C. LIndberg. What it means 
—“and it boggled my mind at first,” he 
adds—is that 20 per cent ot 231 univeraity 
juniors and seniors he questioned at the Uni¬ 
versity of Wisconsin expressed trust in palm¬ 
istry. 

Somfr 23 per cent said they believe in 
witches, and 18 i)€r cent in astrology. No less 
than 74 per cent^ said they believe in ex¬ 
trasensory perception. 

A specialist in the history of science, he 
teaches a course in the history of the occult 
and pseudoscience at the Madison campus. 
Teaching the course with him is a colleague 
In the same field, Prof. Robert Siegfrietl. 

□ 

It is only their second year at it, but 100 
students had to be'turned away when this 
year’s course began In August. The students 
surveyed are the ones who enrolled and may 
be more prone to such beliefs, the professors 
agree. But they add that this trend is repeat¬ 
ed in campuses across the country, although 
comprehensive statistics are not available. 
Courses on the subject, have multiplied of 
late, some at the high-sduol levd. 

The students afe warned at their first lec¬ 
ture, Professor Lindberg explain.^, that one of 
tlie objectives of the coarse is to make Ihem 
more skeptical in the area of the occult. “Wo 
are not missionaries of skepticism,’* he says, 
“but we are skeptical, and some of it rubs 
off.” A poll he took at the end of last year’s 
course showed students tended then to have 
more doubts about the occult. 

He goes on; "W|iat we do Is raise a dif¬ 
ferent kind of question than the popular press 
and TV shows. We don’t ask, Ts it true?” We 
ask, ‘Why do you believe what you believe?’ 
We hope to show students that the senses 
cannot be trusted—that the capacity for self- 
deception is nearly infinity” 

Both of these teachers warn that the next 
generation could be ‘‘absolute believers" in 
the power of the occult. Why? One fundamen¬ 
tal roason given hy Profes.sor lindberg is 
that today’s rapid social and intellectual 
change pi^uces the- turmoil and anxieties 
that breed belief in the occult. 

“Popularity of the occult rises and fills in 
the course of history,” Professor Lindberg 
says, “but it flouHshes most 'during times 


like these.” A specialist in the history of tiie 
Renaissance, a turbulent period of social and 
intellectual change, he notes it was a time 
when the occult flourished. 

After the enlightenment, he goes on, mes¬ 
merism and what he calls the "romantic re¬ 
action came along. In the middle of the 19th 
century interest in the occult picked up. At 
Itic beginning of this century mediums ware 
performing in Manhattan, and “a lot of Har¬ 
vard professors were sent to prove it just 
wasn’t so,” Professor Lindberg notes with 
some amusement. 

□ 

But he says that magician and escape 
artist Harry Houdini and an associate, Jo¬ 
seph Wren, were more effective in unmask¬ 
ing fraudulent claims. They produced mzmy 
of the same phenomena as did the "medi¬ 
ums,” but with “iKirely natural means,” he 
says. 

Today, Lindberg continues, “the press and 
these sixth-sense TV shows are dbing an 
amazing job of indoctrinating young people.” 
He goes on: “I understand that it is fun to 
listen to stones about ESP. Eastenfireligion 
is involved, in this interest in the occult, but 
I’m not sure which is cause and effect. But 
I’d be gratified if the press would include 
some articles on the other side, showing sci¬ 
entific reasons why there are so many mis- 
'conceptions in this area. 

Professor Lindberg says that some kind of 
cxtranormal mental perceptions are “plausi¬ 
ble,” but he adds the “case is not mode yet— 
and it could of course be much abused if it 
were so.” 

□ 

Lindberg attacks the reality of the occult 
on the grounds of the "amazing” ability of 
liumans to see what they believe: ‘'Modern 
psychology has shown how much our percep¬ 
tions are conditioned by our expectations, but 
we underestimate how true that is; and 
memory is important hero, because the 
further we are from an event, the more we 
remember it the way our beliefs dictate. 

Lindberg says he and Siegfried don’t look 
down on the sncial and psychological needs a 
person’s beliefs express, but he wants stu¬ 
dents to learn not to be deceived Ijy them. A 
witdi in the 15th century, he says, ‘Interpret¬ 
ed her own feelings of malice in terms of a 
personal eocoimter with the devil—that was a 
stereotype of her society, and we can see this 
today.”

DETROIT (APT — The 
United Auto Workers union 
cfilled off its strike at the 
main General Motors stamp¬ 
ing plant in Mansfield, Ohio, 
Monday and averted a strike 
at the Buick plant in Flint,

The walkout of 2,300 at the 
Mansfield plant began Friday 
and the automaker and the 
union said if it had lasted it 
could have impermed all GM 
assembly operations. 

Strikers at the Mansfield 
plant were protesting the 
speed of the assembly line as 
well the number of em¬ 
ployees on it.. 

The union reached a last- 
minute agreement to keep 
some 5,000 employees on the 
job in Flint. Some foundry 
emidoyees who had not been 
informed of the settlement 
we^ reported to have left die 
plant. 

Union officials at the Buick 


plant gates in Flint told the 
men to rehim to their Jobs. 

The GM plant in Doraville, 
Ga., however, remained on 
strike Monday, apparently as 
part of a UAW plan of limit¬ 
ed, scattered strikes agunst 
GM, centring on assembly 
line speed. 

In St. Louis, meanwhile, a 
Sunday agreement between 
the union and the automaker 
was to return some 8,000 
strikers to their Jobs today. 
They were protesting alleged 
assmebly line speedups. 

Details of the Flint agree¬ 
ment were not released.

Goes Public 


HOUSTON (UPD —Billlon- 
'aire Howard Hughes will seU 
the oil tools division of his 
Hughes Tool Co. in an es« 
timated $140 million public 
stock offering, it was an¬ 
nounced Monday. 

Tlie oil tools division will 
spin off and actually become 
the Hughes Tool Co. in name. 
The parent company wi^l re¬ 
form under the name of the 
Summa Corp., an official with 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission said. 

It is the first public offering 
of Hu^es Tool Co. stock. The 
company was .founded by 
Howard Hughes Sr. in 1908 to 
develop, manufacture and dis¬ 
tribute a rock drilling bit held 
under patent. 

The company was the foun¬ 
dation of the Hughes financial 
empire. 

“The new company was 
formed to acquire the busi¬ 
ness and assets of the oinools 

Copper Fi^ht 


division of the present Hughes 
Tool Co..” the SEC official 
said. * 

Ine official said Hughes 
Tool’s prospectus estimates 
the ma.ximum offering price 
at $28 a share with about 3 
million shares ^ offered. 
Twenty million shares will be 
authorized. 

The new Hu^es Tool Co. 
organizers are currently of¬ 
ficers of the Summa Corp., 
which is owned solely by 
Hughes. 

Hughes was 19 when his fa¬ 
ther died in 1924 and he in¬ 
herited the bulk of the tool 
company. He purchased the 
niiutandihg 25 per cent from 
two uncles and the''dbiitbany 
was valued at $1.3 million. 

The nek bit had cutters 
that would roll on the bottom 
instead of dragging. It was a 
universal success. 

The oil-tr>ol division had $4.2 
million in profits in 4971.

WASHINGTON (API — 
After what President Nixon 
described as “some very hard 
negotiations,” the United 
States and the Soviet Union 
Saturday signed a maritime 
agreement hailed as opening 
the way for vastly expanded 
trade between the two super- 
posvers. 

The thrcc-yoar pact is the 
first to be completed of three 
major U.S.-Soviet economic 
agreements being negotiated. 
ItVrovides that: 

• Forty ports in each na¬ 
tion will be opened to easier 
access by the other’s mer¬ 
chant ships. 

• Each country’s ships will 
carry up to one-third of the 
sea-borne trade between 
them. 

The pact was signed as an 
executive agreement, rather 
than a treaty, which would 
have required Senate ratifica¬ 
tion.

NEW YORK (AP) — The 
government announced Mon¬ 
day Its long-range goal in an 
anti-truft suit against IntemS- 
tional Business Machines 
Corp. — a breakup of the vast 
multl-blUlon^ollar firm into 
separate, competing units. 

Should the government win 
the anti-trust suit, the justice 
department said In a memo¬ 
randum to federal Judge 
David Edelstein. it then would 
seek to "dissipate the enor¬ 
mous Jtiarket power pf the 
current IBM computer manu- 
facturing and marketing 
structure.” 

Its computer operations 
were the main source of 
IBM’s $8.3 billion in revenues 
last year. • 

Following the justice de¬ 
partment’s memorandum, 
trading in IBM on the New 
York Stock Exchange was 
suspended about tWb hours 
because of a rash of orders. 
At that time, the stock was 
trading at 376^, down 2% 
from its opening. When trad¬ 
ing resumed, the stock con¬ 
tinued to sink, closing at 
364.|0, down $14.50. 

Edelstein recessed the case 
to study the memorandum 
and IBM’s reply. 

To replace the present IBM 
structure, the government 
said it would seek "formation 
of the total domestic and in¬ 
ternational computer systems 
facilities of IBM into several 
separate, independent and 
competitive balanced entities 
capable of competing succss- 
fully in domestic and interna¬ 
tional markets with one an¬ 


other and with other domestic 
<and foreign competitors." 

'IBM lawyer 'Thomas Barr 
pointed to the 3H years al¬ 
ready eonsumed in prelimi¬ 
naries to the trial of ^e gov¬ 
ernment suit. He said the 
memorandum contained the 
first mention of IBM Interna¬ 
tional markets and shoi^ed 
that the government was 
"trying to move away from, 
rather than toward trial.” 

"It all shows that the gov¬ 
ernment just doesn’t have a 
case.** Barr told JUd^e Edel- 
stein. "The government : 
wasn't ready before, and it 
just trebled the size of its 
case.” 

The government admitted it 
was seeking a more thorough 
and detailed analysis of IBM 
markets here and abroad, and 
that this would require addi¬ 
tional pre-hial hearings for 
an indefinite period. 

In demanding a prompt 
trial, Barr pleaded on behalf 
of IBM for "the fundamental 
right to protect its good name 
and reputation and to vin¬ 
dicate its business conduct 
against an unnecessarily pro¬ 
longed, dilatory and misin¬ 
formed prosecution by the 
federal government." 

IBM renewed its not guilty 
claim to anti-trust charges. It 
has cited 60 computer sys¬ 
tems manufacturers and 4.000 
firms engaged in compniter- 
related work as evidence in 
its.«pinion that the business is 
"open and strongly comijeti- 
tive." 

IBM was sued Jan. 17, 1969. 
on the last business day of the 
Johnson administration, in the 


biggest anti-monopoly action 
ever brought by the g »vcrii- 
ment. * 

The government oJiw^cd 
that IBM dist^raged compe¬ 
tition in vilation of anti-4njst 
laws by shaving pri^t mar¬ 
gins in some areas to obtain 
business, or even taking a 
loss. 

IBM was accused of achiev¬ 
ing computer dominance in 
the education market by of¬ 
fering exceptional allowances 
to universities and scIktoIs. 


The justice department 
began its investigation into 
IBM in 1965. Since ttien the 
firm's share of* the multi- 
hillion-dollar sates and lease 
market for computer has 
been estimated as high as 74 
per cent. 1 

The government's meriio- 
randum of intent to break up 
IBM apparently scuttled any. 
hope of a consent settlement, 
whereby the corporation and 
the government would agree 
on a limited satisUqti(Hi of 
demands set forth in the suit.

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Marijuana Odor 
Wafts in Court

An undercover motor- 
cyclist, a distinctive 
aroma, an unusual bail 
situation and trials set 
into 1973 at Victoria 
Provincial Court — thew 
'are all chapters in the 
story of Victoria's part in 
the Canada-wide nar¬ 
cotics crackdown last 
week. 

Officials won’t comment on 
these parts of the story so 
they must be presented as un¬ 
confirmed. But the details 
come from sources who are 
as reliable as any around. 

The motorcyclist was 
Tl C M P Constable Blaine 
Floats, 23, who went under¬ 
cover into Victoria and Van¬ 
couver Island drug communi¬ 
ties from about mid-April to 
this fall and In an unusual 
way. 

The word going around is 
that Proats made the motor¬ 
bike his "cover” and drove it 
everywhere. One story even 
telis of a visit to a beer par¬ 
lor. Another says he was 
rousted several times by Vic¬ 
toria policemen for motorcy¬ 
cle offences — the court out¬ 
come could not be deter¬ 
mined. 

Froats presumably looped 
his actions would win him the 
trust of narcotics devotees. 
His undercover work ranged 
from Victoria to Port Hardy 
and resulted in 43 trafficking 
warrants, of which 28 had 
been served at last report and 
five had resulted in guilty 
])leas. 

A threp-year Mountie, 
Fi'oats came to the RCMP 
Vancouver Island drug squad 


from a B.C. Interior posting 
end probably won't get back 
to It until the last court hear¬ 
ing from the crackdown end 
next year. 

While he is said to have 
cleaned up quite a bit from 
his undercover days, his hair 
is still long although well- 
groomed. He is short, rolypoly 
and looks much more like a 
car salesman than a Mountie. 

The aroma was marijuana, 
which clings to clodiing, and 
it has often been detected 
around Victoria Provincial 
Court. But npver has it been 
stronger then it was last 
Thursday as the courtroom 
became crowded with specta¬ 
tors in the wake of the first 
crackdown arrests. 

Of course, the aroma could 
be Patch. That’s a body oil 
with an aroma virtually iden¬ 
tical with that of marijuana. 
It’s sold in public and has 
been on the market for a cou¬ 
ple of years at least — some 
say it’s worn to mask a more 
illegal scent. 

The Colonist has already re¬ 
ported, from sources on both 
sides of the law, that drugs 
remain readily available in 
Victoria and at unchanged 
prices. In Vancouver, police 
said the long delays i)etween 
arrest and trial mean those 
charged with drug offences 
soon are back on the streets 
and selling. 

The delays in Victoria also 
are lengthy—the 1972 docket 
for Victoria Provincial Court 
is filled and the first 1973 
trials were set last week—but 
police in tliis area won’t com¬ 
ment on tlie Vancouver claim 
that delays re.sult in renewed 
selling. 

The Colonist has, however, 
noted an unusual bail situa¬ 
tion that arose recently and 
gives a graphic example of 
how the Canadian bail-reform 


law which went into affect 
last Jan. 2 can help an ac¬ 
cused person, as parliament 
intended it to do. 

A young man facing a 
serious charge was released 
one day in the Victoria court 
on his own recognizance in 
the sum of $500. He was 
arrested on a number of dif¬ 
ferent counts, appeared the 
next day and was released on 
his own recognizance in the 
sum of 11,000. 

The third day, he appeared 
in two sections of the court. In 
one. bail was set at $2,500 on 
a seriotis charge; in the other, 
he was released on a $250 
recognizance on a minor 
charge. 

Vancouver County Court 
Judge John Anderson ruled 
last spring the new law meant 
the severity of the charge 
must not be cinsidered when 
it comes to deciding ball—the 
crown must prove by previous 
record or something else that 
the accused may not return to 
court. 

The ruling ties the hands of 
a lower-court judge like Vic¬ 
toria's William Ostler. Mon¬ 
day, a man charged with 
heroin trafficking was re- 
lea.sed on his undertaking to 
return and Judge Ostler told 
prosecutor Mike Hutchison: 
"I recognize your anx¬ 
iety . . . but it fa Is directly 
within the ambit of the (An¬ 
derson) case.” 

The law also says a judge 
may make an order prohibit¬ 
ing the press from publishing 
previous records and other 
statements made when bail is 
considered. Ostler did not do 
8) in the case of the man with 
followed a policy of not print¬ 
ing such material since this 
obviously is what Parliament 
four bails but the Colonist has 
intended.

Decision was delayed by the 
Greater Victoria school board 
Monday night on the oon- 
troversial question of moving 
five porl^ble classrooms to a 
l’/4-acre site on the Sendees 
Indian Reserve as an annex 
to Craigflower elementary 
school. 

The board unanimously 
agreed to a proposal made by 
trustee Peter Bunn that the 
whole question of the Craig¬ 
flower annexes be referred to 
the board’s education commit¬ 
tee to be discussed at a meet¬ 
ing Nov. 13. 

The board’s construction 
and maintenance committee 
had last week recommended 
that the annex be established, 
saying that it was necessary 
that present severe over¬ 
crowding at the main Craig¬ 
flower elementary site be al¬ 
leviated as soon as possible 
and "that the proposed Craig¬ 
flower annex location is the 
only solution at this time.”

In this 
case, the proposal con¬ 
travenes the city’s ll-storey 
height limit. 

"But the mayor specifically 
invited developers to apply 
for the 702-A route if they 
plan a development that 


would not be otherwise per¬ 
mitted.” Mace satd. 

He added that the area in 
which the project would be 
built, was “an area with a 
great future.” The new Vic¬ 
toria Press Building, he said, 
had already set the pace for a 
gradual upgrading of th^ en¬ 
tire district. 

"We have a great deal of 
confidence in the area and we 
hope that there will not be too 
many problems with city 
hall,”,Mace said. 

Construction of the develop¬ 
ment, he said, could begin 
almost as soon as city hall ap¬ 
proval is obtained.

Stricter Regulations 
Urged for Cosmetics 


EDMONTON (CP) - 
Stricter regulations for Ihe 
cosmetic industry have been 
urged by a con-sunier re¬ 
search group in a letter to 
Health Minister John Munro. 

Save Tomorrow Opijose Pol¬ 
lution, based on a report 
made by resean-her Anemone 
Ruder, rc(iuested that cosmet¬ 
ics be made subject to strict 
labelling laws which would 
make listing all ingredients 
mandatory. 

Ms. Ruder, who said she 
preferred to be identified that 
way, said S.T.O.P. became In¬ 
terested in cosmetic regula¬ 
tions when the organization 
became aware of {iossiblo 
dangers of the chemical hex- 
achlorophenc as an additive 
In cosmetics. 

Canada im|>osed restrictions 
on hcxachlorophenc la.st May. 
rc(]uiring that products con¬ 
taining more than .75 per cent 
of the chemical be available 
only on prescription. lUse of 
the chemical in the United 
States was restricted more re¬ 
cently after research showed 
several babies bathed in solu¬ 
tions of hexachlorophcne suf¬ 
fered brain damage. 

Ms. Ruder said what start¬ 
ed as an inquiry into sham- 
IKX). skin cleansing and deo¬ 
dorant products containing 
hexachloroijhcne led to dis¬ 
turbing findings on other 
aspects of regulations on the 
cosmetics industry. 

Among the reiKirt’s findings 
was that the food and drug di¬ 
rectorate. which has jurisdic¬ 
tion over cosmetic products, 
"can act only after a cosmet¬ 
ic has been sold and has 
caused injury or has been 
proven to have been mis- 
labeUed.” 

The report expressed con¬ 
cern over evidence that hor- 
m:me creams with a high es- 


tre^en content, advertised to 
prevent skin wrinkles, are 
sold without proper labelling, 
though deemed potentially 
dangerous in an American 
Medical Association publica¬ 
tion. 

Ms. Ruder’s research un¬ 
covered evidence of what the 
roiK)rt termed "the myth of 
the rare ingredient" where 
such substances as mink oil, 
turtle oil, and royal jelly, are 
common, inexpensive ingre¬ 
dients addeft to cosmetics sold 
at high prices. 

Such additives, said the re- 
I>ort, have no proven benefi¬ 
cial results. 

The report said there Ls 
"hope in sight" througli pi*o- 
istration of manufacturers 
tiort. which would demand reg- 


posed United States legisla- 
and disclosure of all products, 
formulas and labels.(,4 i 

S.T.O.P. said it wants this 
type legislation introduced 
in Canada, including the sub¬ 
mission of test results and 
manufacturing descriptions of 
cosmetics made subject to 
government approval. 

As a footnote to her rt- 
search, Ms. Ruder advised 
the consumer to: 

• Return products thit 
cause irritation. Itching or 
swelling of any part of the 
body. 

• Be alert to any discom¬ 
fort to eyes or breathing while 
using hair sprays. 

• Return products that 
don’t live up to their advertis¬ 
ing claims.

’ Club Helps 
ing with Twins

TTic day before they’** 
'bom, you find that you're 
going to have twins. 

That in itself can be a jolt. 

But when they’re your first 
children, and neither parmt 
knows of twins in the family 
trees, you have all the mak> 
ings of a traumatic experi^ 
ence. 

Unless, of course, you are 
Edda and Chuck Thompson of 
3610 Saanich Road, a particu¬ 
larly wellKHganized couple 
who last year produced twins 
who have been remarkably 
easy to bring up. * 

Edda was 26 when Sabena 
and Nevin arrived 14 months 
ago after her first pregnancy. 
She had no idea that ihore 
than orte child was m the way 
until the day before, when 
x-ray results had disclosed 
the twins. 

Edda, who says she has 
always been interested in 
multiple births, was delighted 
to have beaten the odds of b^o 
of a kind. So was Chuck. In 
neither family, in modem 
times, had twins been known. 

“I was lucky,” Edna says. 
The babies had weighed 4.5 
and 4.12 pounds at birth, so 
Edda went home first from 
hoepital, and at least had 
time to prepare for coping 
with two infants. And. as It 
turned out, she had good-na¬ 
tured, no-problem offsi)ring, 
who eat heartily, had no colic, 
no teething difficulties. 


Today, however, Edda 
\s'onders about other mothers 
erf newly-bom twins and is fir¬ 
mly convinced that an organi¬ 
zation like the National Orga¬ 
nization of Mothers of Twins 
Clubs Inc., of the United 
States, could do much to help 
them. 

Through a friend of her 
mother’s, she obtained infor¬ 
mation on the organization, 
and publications giving hints 
for mothers of new twins — 
general care, feeding, house¬ 
hold routine, twin af^liances, 
and so on. 

She believes that in Victoria 
a club of moth^ erf new 
twins could help others im¬ 
measurably — not only in 
passing on tips but also in 
ex^anging or "handing 
dow# used clothing and 
equipment, baby-sitting for 
each other, and encouraging 
stores to stock sig^lies for 
twins more comprehensively. 

Being fairly new to Vic¬ 
toria, Edda didn’t know any 
other mothers of twins, so 
learned the tricks on her own, 
with husband Chuck’s help. 

“You have to get into a rou¬ 
tine,” she says. "You feed the 
little guys together, bathe 
them together; everything 
must be done at the same 
time. It’s less work that 
way.” Now, for instance, with 
ea^ in his and her high^hair 
side by side, she feeds Sabena 
and Nevin from one dish, 
using (Mie spoon. 

"I ^'t think you can play 


favorites.” she says. “They’re 
two entirely different person¬ 
alities.” 

Edda. who says quite frank¬ 
ly that before the twins ar¬ 
rived she had baby-sat per¬ 
haps three times in her life 
and knew little of bringing up 
children, scoured a Van¬ 
couver discount house for 
dual equipment. Her twin 
strollers bought there are un¬ 
like anything available in Vic¬ 
toria, she says. 

Similarly, in clothing, she 
finds local stores lacking. “I 
don’t want matching clothing; 
most stores stock the same 
sizes of the same article 
which would be okay if both 
twins were of the same sex.” 

A club of mothers of new 
twins could provide a clothing 
exchange service, she says. 
Mothers who have other chil¬ 
dren to care for as well as 
tw'ins haven’t necessarily the 
tirpe to investigate all the 
supply sources, as Edda did. 

And there’s tlie passing on 
of hints to easy twin-handling, 
cost-saving and the shortcuts. 
'Twins can. she has read, de¬ 
velop their Own language 
known only to themselves, 
and resist attempts to teach 
them the language of their 
elders. Knowledge of this can 
spare a mother a lot of worry. 

Gubs in the U.S., she says, 
even sponsor fashion shows — 
of outfits for twins. 

“If they can do all these lit¬ 
tle things, why can't we?” she/" 
asks.

‘De Mau Mau’ Blacks Arrested 


CHICAGO (VPl) — 
SherUCft police Monday inves¬ 
tigated an alleged plot by the 
“De Mau Mau” gang, accused 
of the mu^ere of nine white 



persons, to kill Chicago-area 
policemen. 

.^uttorities also set up a 
"hotline” to try to link the 
gang with unsolved, seeming¬ 
ly motiveless slayings across 
the country. 

Sheriff Richard Elrod said 
his inveatigatort, who accused 
eight young blacks of two 
mass murders of families and 
two other slayings, "learned 
of a plot to kill Chicago police¬ 
men” from statements 
made by some of six arrested 
black militants. 

The Cicago Daily News said 
in a copyrighted story that the 
De Mau Maua planned to^ 
“begin systematically killing » 
white policemen” on Friday 
the 13th but their plans were 
put off. after police began 
making arrests. 

Eh*. Charles Hurst Jr., 
president of largely black 
Malcolm • X college, charged 
Cook County authorities had 
perpetuated for political rea¬ 
sons “the myth that black 
people come out of the ghetto, 
sweep down and kill the 
whites.” 

Hurst attacked as sensa¬ 


tional the way in which Elrod 
and state's attorney Edward 
Hanrahan announced the 
charging of eight accused 
members of the black mUitaht 
gang. He charged they were 
“aiming for the white back¬ 
lash.” 

Six men. including four 
former Malcolm X students, 
were under arrest and two 
more persons were being 
sought.* Elrod said, “We have 
a pretty good lead on their 


whereabouts and 1 don't want 
them to flee to South America 
or Afrida by tomorrow.” 

The sheriff said army iir- 
telligence was being checked 
to determine If any of the ac¬ 
cused men were involved m 
racial incidents while in ser¬ 
vice fn Vietnam and Europe 
and he Indicated ballistics 
tests play an important role 
in the spreading investigation. 

“The ammunition used in 
some of the slayings was of a 


particularly readily identified 
type,” he satdi “It was Bri¬ 
tish-made.” >*• 

At a news conference, Hurst 
directed his anger at Elrod 
and Hanrahan, for “trying to 
get maximum news eover- 
age” of the arrests. 

Hanrahan is on trial 
charged with conspiracy to 
obstruct justice in the' after- 
math of the police kilHng of 
tvw) Black Panthers. He is 
running for re-election Nov. 7. 


Teachers Win Court Fight 


WINNIPEG (CP) ~ A 
$41420 suit by the Winnipeg 
School Division against the 
Winnipeg Teachers' Associa¬ 
tion concerning withdrawal of 
voluntary service by the 
teachers in June, 1970, has 
been dismissed. 

Mr. Justice John Hunt of 
Manitoba court of Queen’s 
^ench held that providing 
noon-hour supervision in 
school lunch rooms,' though 
described in the teachers’ 
code of rules as a “long es¬ 


tablished custom”, is not a 
contractual obligation. 

He suggested a hard-work¬ 
ing teacher who must give up 
his lunch hour for sui^rvision 
duty, without compensation, 
may be overburdened and un¬ 
able to function at his best. 

The Winnipeg School Divi¬ 
sion, the plaintiff in the case, 
had asked for damages equal 
to the cost of employing com¬ 
missionaires and parents as 
lunch-room supervisors be¬ 
tween June, 1970, and June. 


1972. All services except lunob- 
room supervision had been 
restored by the teachers in 
November, 1970. 

During hearing of the case, 
a school division official de¬ 
scribed the action as an im¬ 
portant test case in Canada 
on voluntary teacher services.

BELFAST (AP) — A man 
and a 15-year-old youth were 
killed Monday night as British 
soldiers and Protestant mobs 
clashed throughout Belfast. 

Their deaths pushed the toll 
of three years , of sectarian 
fighting in Northern Ireland 
to 610. 

The bloody rioting in the 
Northern Ireland capita! ex¬ 
ploded after British soldiers 
elsewhere shot down two gun¬ 
men and wounded another at 
a roadblock near a country 
village. 

The renewed fighting 
threatened to precipitate a po¬ 
litical storm over the timing 
of the first Ulster elections in 
five years, and to sour Protes¬ 
tants still more 6n the British 
administration. 

Police said the latest deaths 
occurred In an accident in¬ 


volving an armored car. A L’6- 
year-old man had his head 
torn off when the vehicle ran 
over him. and the youth was 
kn.icked down by the car. 
they reported. 

Some of the violence was 
said to involve members of 
the Pmtestant Tartan gangs, 
young hooligans who have fre¬ 
quently roamed the streets of 
•^Ifast. 

The Ulster Defence Associa¬ 
tion had claimed that tw'o 
other boys, aged 14, were 
gunned down in the Protes- 
tanfr^ Shankill and Woodvale 
Road areas. , 

;\ sjwkesman for the UDA 
said at the time of the initial 
statement that: "The British 
army tonight faced the Tartan 
gangs, by the weekend they 
will face the loyalist i)cople of 
Ulster," 


The statement declared that 
"the British army and the 
government are now our 
enemy."

The Victoria Musical Art 
Society opened its 1972-73 sea¬ 
son of five concerts with a 
program at the McPherson 
Playhouse Sunday afterRtKin. 

The audience was on the 
small side. 'There is little 
question as to the technical 
artistry of such performers as 
violinist Derek Collier, pianist 
Robin Wood and singer Faith 
Webster who provld^ Sunday 
afternoon's program. 

But technical artistry by it¬ 
self has serious limitations as 
a drawing card. • 

Alone it is like a picture 
without a frame or a well- 
formed skeleton bereft of 
flesh, heart, color or expres¬ 
sion. Only a few comprehend 
or appreciate it. It needs the 
spark and pulse of life before 
it will begin to attract any but 
the most select attention. 

In other words, even tech¬ 
nical artistry more often than 
not needs presentation: Per¬ 
haps the addition of an 
emcee, an occasional varia¬ 
tion in ligliting or even some¬ 
thing quite unexpected. 

Mrs. Webster’s second 
group of songs in lAbich she 
was accompanied by pianist 
Richard Proudman was more 
acceptable than her first. The 
first included four folk songs 
from four different countries 
with accompaniment by gui¬ 


tarist Frank Keifcr. Of these, 
the Canadian I Dyed My Pet¬ 
ticoat Red, had the greatest 
. appeal. The version presented 
of the well-known English 
Greensleeves seemed to be’ 
taking on the lengthy propor¬ 
tions of another Poly-Olblon 
and one looked for more dis¬ 
tinct feeling in the Russian 
Katiusha. 

Mrs. Webster displays a 
strong voice and musical pre¬ 
cision but her Interpretations 
require greater variation and 
clarity. 

The combination of Collier 
and Wood was always quite 
delightful, the Vivace move¬ 
ment from Dag Wlren’s Sona¬ 
tina being particularly enjoy¬ 
able.

In an Interview following 
his return from a two-week 
Euix^ean tour, ttie mayor 
said Canadian cities could 
learn a lot Dx>m European 
*611168 when it comes to plan- 
ning. ^ 

Instead of debating for 
years the pros and cons of 
specific planning policies. Eu¬ 
ropean cities. Pollen said. de« 
cide on a course of action and 
then follow that course with- 
out hesitatim. 

Unless similar attitudes are 
adopted in Canada, cities will 
find themselves in trouble, he 
added. 

“Our cities must be more 
than centres of political hog- 
wash aimed at making a 
bunch of businessmen happy. 
TTicy must become human 
places," Pollen said. 

“If we don’t act soon, our 
cities will turn Into places 
where we live like vicious, an¬ 
ti-human animals," he said. 
New York fvas a perfect ex¬ 
ample of what would be in 
store for Canada’s cities.

non-Indian fishermen are 
upset 

Dick Crouter, manager of 
southern B.C operationB for 
the department, said that the 
Indian-manned seiner Three 
i.Sons took GOO fish Saturday, 
after Indiana reduced demand 
from 150 fish per Indian fami- 

■y. 

He said this ^‘would have 
nm Into the thousands'* and 
po ssibly damaged the Ken¬ 
nedy River sockeye run, 
which goes up Tofino Inlet 
The department estimated the 
run at <Mily 16,000 to 20,000 
fish. 

Ea#Uer, ttie Indians had 
been forbidden by local fish* 
eries staff from taking any 
fish from the inlet. They pro¬ 
tested and met with Flsh^es 
Minister Jack Davies when he 
came to Port Albeml Wednes¬ 
day as part of the federal 
election campaign. 

The ban was lifted Friday 
after further meetings with 
fisheries officials. Crouter 
said. 

As the Indians fished Satux^ 
day. seven troUers manned by 
white commercial fishermen 
were presttit as a protest. 
Oouter safd. Four Indian- 
manned troUers were also 
there, and a fisheries patrol 
boat sto(3d by but no one inters 
ferred with the seiner, he 
said.

Seymour, who recommended 
the ban on fishing either 
Indians or whites, handed in 
his resignation, said Crixiter. 
but has agreed to reconsider 
and will probably withdraw it. 

He said Seymour wrote the 
resignation out and mailed it 
before the department had 
made its estimate of the 
numbers of sockeye in the 
Kennedy nm and determined 
tl^t it was safe for the In¬ 


dians to take 500. Of the 500 
caught Saturday, only 200 
were sockeye and the rest 
were coho, he said. 


Doug Arnett, a spokesman 
for 100 commercial fishermen 
based in Tofino, said Saturday 
that they were still upset 
about the Indians being al¬ 
lowed to fish when whites 
were forbiddm. 

He said the Ahousat Indians 


offered the Tofino In^ns 
1,000 dog salmon to help out, 
but tiiey were refused. The 
situation has become political, 
he said. 

Protesting non Indian fi¬ 
shermen also left their larger 
troHers and took small boats 
to get closer to the Indian 
seiner. They said that many 
fish let go were dead or half 
drowned.

For the past week or so I have been 
yakking away in this column about tak¬ 
ing us and storing the bulbs and tubers 
of our not-quite-hardy flowers. I thought 
I was doing a pretty good job with this 
subject of winter storage, but I got a 
blast the other day from one of my reg¬ 
ular readers who pointed out that I 
hadn’t as moch as mentioned Die 
harvesting and winter storage of things 
like carrots, onions and spuds. 

This was an unforgivable oversight 
on my part, fur I can't imagine any¬ 
thing more discouraging to the home 
gardener than to have all her lovely 
vegetables go bad in storage. After 
all the sweat and labor that has gout 
Into their raising, it is heartbreaking to 
have the potatoes start rotting or blue 
mould form on the onions. 

I'd like to talk theory for a bit before 
getting down to actual cases, for there 
are a few basic principles which must 
be followed if vegetables are to be 
stored successfully through the winter, 
and I would say the first and most im¬ 
portant of these principles is to store 
oaly youi* sound and heathy specimens. 
A potato speared by the digging fork or 
a slug damaged carrot simply will not 
keep in storage. 

A second and equally important prin¬ 


ciple U to store only matare vegetables. ‘ 
for specimens which have not been al¬ 
lowed to complete their growdi have a 
very short storage life. Baby carrots, 
baby beets, crisp and mild green 
obions, finger-length zucchini — these 
all make grand eating straight from the 
garden, but they are far too young and 
sappy to remain in good condition in 
winter storage. 

Onipns with thick necks,, potatoes 
which were dug before the skins were 
set. hairy carrots and immature squash 
should all be sent to the kitchen to be 
used up right away, for to put them in 
storage is only asking for trouble ~ 
trouble which could spread all through 
your stored vegetables', like the tradi¬ 
tional rotten apple in the barrel. 

Next lo. maturity and sound health, 
the most important factor in the safe 
storage of vegetables Is the* tempera¬ 
ture. and this, ideally, should be as 
close to the freezing point as possible 
\iithout actual frost -- In practice, be¬ 
tween 32 and 40 degrees. 

This temperature range is not too 
hard to maintain 4n a farm dugout or in 
an old-fashicMied root cellar, but It is 
difficult to find a suitable place in the 
modem furnace - heated home. A ^ - 
degree fruit cupboard Is better than 




nothing, but storage life Is corre¬ 
spondingly reduced. 

A fourth factor Is humidity, for vege¬ 
tables will become dehydmted and 
shrivel in dry air. Here again, the old 
root cellar and dugout score heavil:^ 
for the dirt fkMN* contributes quite a bn 
of moisture to the air. The very dry 
winter air of a fumace-beated home 
can be counteracted to some extent by 
burying such vegetables as carrots and 
beets in boxes of slightly moistened 
peat moss, sawdust or sand. 

A fifth factor — and this is an impor- 
tantone ~ is ventilatioo, for unless 
therr^ seme air znovemeot through 
the storage place, It beoomes stuffy and 
musty, leading to all kinds of queer 
rots and moulds and taints. The dugout 
and the root cellar, so excellent In other 
respects, are often leaking in adequate 
ventilation. 

Cleanliness' and freedom from smells 
are esseptlal, of course. I think I told 
you earlier about the time when the 
family's winter footwear was stored in¬ 
advertently in the same basement room 
as the vegetables; the ghost of rubber 
boots appeared at every meal! 

These, then, are the theoretical con¬ 
siderations. In future columns I will 
outline practical storage conditions for 
a few of our more common vegetables.

If a couple living in a large 
old house are awakened by a 
tliumping, as of a man walk¬ 
ing with a peg leg, the wife is 
likely to say to her husband. 
“It’s Capt. Trombley come 
back.” .

If the same couple were 
awakened in a new house 
though, the husband would 
say, “Go to sleep, its only the 
plumbing.’’ 

If I believed at all in ghosts 
I would certainly have l>e- 
lieved we had one when the 
airedale got under the house 
and kept bumping his head 
against the pipes and ate the 
television cable.

‘Hard Time’ 


David Groos, liberal can¬ 
didate for Victoria said in a 
press release Monday that he 
was “being given a bit of a 
hard time by one of the can¬ 
didates, Flemming Hansen of 
the NDP, for not appearing at 
some all-candidates meet¬ 
ings.’* 

Groos’ statement said, "I 
think this is less than fair and 
the public deserves an e?^- 
nation. As far as I know, I am 
the only candidate in Victoria 
who is stiU trying to hold pub¬ 
lic meetings where he can be 
heard and be questioned. 

“I am having five of these 
meetings in different parts of 
the ri<^g. These are in addi¬ 
tion to various coffee parties. 
I had to make the arrange¬ 
ments for renting the halls 
and printing the invitatiwis 
well beforehand. 

“From there on I am com¬ 
mitted to the dates and if 1 
ahoidd get an linvitatlon to an 
aU-candidates meeting at the 
same time. I just can’t go." 

The statement went on to 
explain that Groos couldn’t at¬ 
tend the first aU-candidates 
meeting because he was in 
Edmonton at hearings during 
which he protested a proposed 
increase in cablevlsion rates. 
He attended the second all- 
candidates meeting but 
couldn’t attend the next one 
because of a previously sche¬ 
duled meeting of his own. 

“There will be other meet¬ 
ings which conflict with Ar¬ 
rangements I have already 
made. I have accepted invita¬ 
tions as they came, on a first- 
come-first-served basis,” his 
statement added. 


Mike Hall-Patch, indepen¬ 
dent candidate lor Victoria 
a.sked in a press release Mon¬ 
day that the public consider 
“that professional bargainers 
and union negotiators actually

Collins was remanded to 
Oct. 31 for a pre-sentence re¬ 
port and sentence.

$1,203 worth of good.s. 

The detective said Collins 
wrote the cheques after using

banks. He said Collins

ing in a motel but later gave 
• himself up to police.

Sept. 11. 1969, in Winnipeg to 
six years for trafficking in 
narcotics. Stelling was sen¬ 
tenced Jan. 26, 1971, In Vic¬ 
toria. In two years on two 
drug charges. 

One was possession of a 
narcotic and the other was 
possession of a restricted 
drug for the purpose of traf¬ 
ficking. 

Until Melnick and .Stelling, 
the longevity record-holder in 
absences from William Head 
was William Olenick, who was 
out more than six months 
from mid-1970 and was even¬ 
tually picked up in Toronto 
for a large number of thefts 
that earned him a nickname 
of cat burglar. 

As of Monday night, Stelling 
and five others were on the 
William Head missing list. He 
and two have been there for a 
while and the other two are

Truck Strike Ends 


DUNCAN — A four-day truck drivem’ 
strike ended at Sunday midnight with the re¬ 
turn to work of the 140 drivers. 

After a meeting Sunday morning held at 
the offices of the IWA, the men voted 81 to 26 
in favor of accepting a two year cwitract 
worked out by negotiators for the union and 
the four trucking firms involved. 

Under the new contract, the men will re¬ 
ceive a 47 cent increase effective June 15, 
1972, and another 40 cent increase effective 
June 15, 1973. Health and welfare benefits 
will be toe same as the logging industry. 


IWA Vice President Femie Viala said the 
iinkm made a maior breakthrough In. nego¬ 
tiating a dental plan for toe truckers. Begin¬ 
ning Nov. 1 the employers will pay 60 per¬ 
cent, and the drivers 40 per cent of their den¬ 
tal bills. By January. 1974, this ratio will 
increase to 80 per cent paid by the employer 
and 20 per cent by the employee. 

TTie four companies struck by the truckers 
were Doman’s Arrow, Hearsey and Quay. 
Negotiators from the firms and from the 
union had been working on a new contract 
since last June 15, when the old one expired.

If an Indian affairs branch 
is set up in B.C, it will be 
over the dead body of Frank 
Calder, minister without port¬ 
folio.

In a news conference Mon¬ 
day afternoon, Calder 
charged that Indians were 
faced with too much bureau¬ 
cracy in Canada as it was. 

The survey, which will take 
from 12 months to two years 
to complete, would not recom¬ 
mend establishment of an In¬ 
dian affairs branch because 
many Indian problems could 
be solved by existing govern¬ 
ment departments. 

Calder and his executive as¬ 
sistant, Haida Bidian 
Kelly, 58, will be <m the sur¬ 
vey team with the third ap- 
Iiointmcnt yet to be an¬ 
nounced. 


WESTHOLME — A new 
park designated for educa¬ 
tional use was officially 
opened Saturday as a facility 
to aid in environmental edu- 
catiOT for children in the Cow- 
ichan school district. 

Eaves Park is a 4&-acre 
woodland, located near 
Westholme, which still pre¬ 


serves mu«5h of its natural 
beauty. Trails lace the park, 
allowing children to enjoy and 
study its varied plant and ani¬ 
mal life. 

Members of the provincial 
parks branch, as well as 
members of the Eaves park 
board of directors and school 
board officials attended the 


opening. Robert Moss, chair¬ 
man of the Eaves Park 
Board, said 34 people were at 
the park for the opening, after 
a luncheon held at Duncan. 

The history of Eaves Park 
as an outdoor study area 
began with Mrs. Janet Good- 
all, an early pi<meer who 
originally owned the property. 


Mrs. GoodaJl, like so many 
early pievveers, had a deep 
love and reverence for the 
land and its wide variety of 
plants and animals. In-1962 
she donated the entire 46 
acres of her property to the 
province with the proviso, that 
it be used for educational pur¬ 
poses. The area was constitut¬ 


ed a class “C" Provincial 
park, administered by a Vic¬ 
toria board of trustees. 

In 1970 the operational re- 
sp nsibilky of the paiic was 
passed to an advisory com¬ 
mittee composed of citizens of 
the Cowichan Valley, as the 
use of the park by district 
schools increased, and in 
March, 1972. the trusteeship 
of the park was handed over 
to the advisory committee.

Williams also said the first 
witnesses will be NahBlmo 
hospital pathologist Dr. Stan¬ 
ley Grant, wtio performed an 
autopsy on the dead girl and 
examined me of the victims 
o fthe shooting, Richard Coul- 
ton of Nanaimo, who is still 
receiving medical treatment 
for injuries received in the in¬ 
cident. 

The case is being held be¬ 
fore Mr. Justice Peter Seaton. 

Williams will be assisted by 
Nanaimo lawyer Alan FUmer 
In presenting the crown’s 
case.

There is virtually no 
surface water on the island. 

Tlie 91-page report, pre¬ 
pared by Associated Engineer¬ 
ing Services Ltd., does not 
give a maximum population 
the island could maintain. 

Beaton said the report con¬ 
firmed earlier assumi^ons 
that the predominantly ifmky 
island has many geological 
faults and the groundwater 
supply is therefore not free 
flowing oc c^insislent. 

The failts, which often 
cause the grcnmdwater in any 


specific location to be little 
more than a collection of rain 
water, also make the water 
supply more vulnerable to 
contamination from an inade¬ 
quate septic tank arrange- 
rrent, Beaton said. 

The report, which cost the 
district about 525,000, will be 
used by the Gabriola advisory 
planning commission in for- 
mulatiw of a community dev¬ 
elopment plan. 

During summer hearings on 
the application by Gabriola 
Wildwo^ Estates Ltd. to sub¬ 
divide 240 acres on the island 
into 550 lots — a plan which 


was later vetoed by the pro¬ 
vincial government — there 
was criticism of th« applica¬ 
tion because of the uncer¬ 
tainty of the water supply. 

Beaton said Sunday the 
company apparently had an 
adequate water supply but the 
subdivision was to be an ur¬ 
ban-type development and not 
consistent with the water sup¬ 
ply for the island as a whole. 

The water report also rec¬ 
ommends that developers in 
the regional district be re¬ 
sponsible for the capital con¬ 
struction costs of water sys¬ 
tems built to public health 


standards in subdivisions. The 
water systems would then be 
turned over to the local public 
authority. 

It recommends that where a 
water supply system is not 
provided, lots in subdivisions 
should be restricted to a mini¬ 
mum size of two to five acres. 

Currently, said Beaton, pro¬ 
vincial regulations restrict a 
lot without water supply to a 
minimum of about one half 
acre 

The regional district board 
in e.xpected to adopt the re¬ 
port at its next meeting Oct. 
24. said Beaton. 


NANAIMO — A Nanaimo 
Regional District survey 
shows the water supply on 
Gabriola Island can support a 
;‘normar’ population growth 
as long as the island remains 
essentially rural, district 
chairman Don Beaton said 
Sunday. 

Beaton said the report, re¬ 
leased last week, states that 
any large-scale urban residen¬ 
tial development would de¬ 
pend on piping water from 
Nanaimo. 

"There can be a rational 
increase in population as long 
as It is in the right area," he 
said. "But the idea of Gabrio¬ 
la beir^ a speculator's dream 
is no longer the case." 

Beatcm noted that Gabriola 
residents have expressed 
strong opposition to urban 
residential development but 
said that if this attitude 
changes the population could 
be increased to the point 
where piping water across the 
channel would be financially 
feasible.

The department estimated the 
run at only 15,000 to 20,000 
fish. 

Earlier, the Indians had 
been forbidden by local fish¬ 
eries staff from taking any 
fish from the inlet. They pro¬ 
tested and met with Fisheries 
Minister Jack Davies when he 
came to Port Alhemi Wednes¬ 
day as part of the federal 
^election campaign. 

The ban was lifted Friday 
after further meetings with 
fisheries officials, Crouter 
said. 

As the Indians fished 
day. seven trbllers manned by 
white commercial fishermen 
were present as a protest, 
Crouter said. Four Indian- 
manned trollers were also 
there, and a fisheries patrol 
boat stood by but no one inter- 
ferred with the seiner, he 
said. 

Local fisheries officer Nick 
Seymour, who recommended 
the ban on fishing by either 
Indians or whites, handed in 
his resignation, said Crouter. 
but has agreed to reconsider 
and will probably withdraw it. 

He said Seymour wrote the 


resignation out and mailed it 
before the department had 
made its estimate of the 
numbers of socke>e in the 
Kennedy run and determined 
that it was safe for the In¬ 
dians to take 500. Of toe 500 
cau^t Saturday, only 200 
were sockeye and the rest 
were coho, he said. 


TOFINO — A dispute over 
how many sockeye salmon In¬ 
dians should be allowed to 
take from Tofino Inlet under 
their native rights appears to 
have been settled after sever¬ 
al meetings with hsheries de¬ 
partment officials, but some 
non-Indian fishermen are 
upset.

He Beat One Fear

His band ibook uncoatndln- 
bly as be reached for the ttle- 
pbone. Hia atomacb chumtd. 
He knew he was gobig to be 
tick. He alto knew be needed 
help. And lor the first fime bi 
hia Ule, be was going to aak 
lor It . 

"I had come to tfae stage 
where I couldn’t atop dilpk- 
ing. I bad alio come to the 
point where I knew I couldn’t 
keep on drinking. I didn’t 
know what wai going to hap¬ 
pen to me. I wat scared like I 
had never been before,” re¬ 
called a longtime member of 
Alcoholics Anonymous. 

He emphasized that one 
great fear of an alcoholic 
when he finally decides to 
seek help is that he will lose 
his friends. 

”Yet when he is drinking, 
he’s one ot the loneliest peo¬ 
ple in the world. ’This never 
seems to penetrate until he 
has been sober for quite soma 
time.” \ 

’The member, who asked to 
remain anonymous, said ha 
remembered bow it eased hit 
mind to learn from .the two 
AA members who came to see 
him after he made his initial 
phone can that his excessiva 
drinking was not caused by 
lack ot willpower but was re¬ 
cognized as a disease. 

”I had to learn that it wai 
possible for me to mix with 
people without hiving to 
bolster my spirits with liquor. 

”It had been a long time 
since 1 had tried to socialize 
without having a bellyful ot 
booze,” he said. ”I learned to 
readjust myself to sober soci¬ 
ety again at the Alano Qub on 
Broad Street.” 

Although the Alano Qub 
membership it made up ot 
AA members, It is a separate 
entity. 

"It is not a part of Alcohol¬ 
ics Anonymous. Qub 
members pay monthly dues. 
AA has no dues or feet. Each 
of the 24 AA groups in 
Greater Victoria are self-sup¬ 
porting and will not accept 
any contributions from out¬ 
side the group.” said the 
member who first came in 
contact with AA more than 20 
years ago. 

Yet the Alano Qub, which 
is open daily from 10 a.m. to 
11 p.m. except Sundayi and 
holidays, when it opens at 2 
p.m., fills a necessary func¬ 
tion for many recovering alco¬ 
holics.

Unions Press Hard 
For Merchant Fleet

In 1966 the International 
Brotherhood of Boilermakers 
had 800 members in Victoria. 
Today it has 400 and half <A 
the 400 arc unemployed. 

Just another symptom, ac¬ 
cording to Boilermakers' busi¬ 
ness agent Neil Hindle, of the 
decline and fall of Canada’s 
shipbuilding industiY- 
But shipbuilding makes up 
only part of the over-all mari¬ 
time problem, and it is the 
“whole” problem that a group 
of west coast unionists are 
trying to do something about. 

While Hindle made his re¬ 
marks in an interview in Vic¬ 
toria Saturday officials of 
various unions connected with 
shipping met in Vancouver to 
form an ad-hoc committee 
that will deal with such objec¬ 
tives as a merchant marine 
ser\’icc for Canada. 

Don Nicholson of Ottawa, 
national vice-president of the 
Canadian Brotherhood * of 
Railway. Transport and Gen¬ 
eral Workers, told the group 
the federal government could 
create another 40,000 jobs in 
shipping and shipbuiMing in 
the next five years ..if it 
wanted to. 

In an address to the un¬ 
ionists, he said this could be 
done by Jmplementing the 
main recommendation of the 
Darling report <x\ the coasting 
trHQe of Xi!anada. This callM 


for the use of Canadian-flag 
vessels instead'' of foreign 
ships manned by foreign 
crews. 

Nicholson said no action 
had been taken since the re¬ 
port was submitted to Trans¬ 
port Minister Don Jamieson 
two years ago. 

Levels of pay and vs'orking 
conditions, he said, are far 
below Canadian standards 
and in many cases do not 
meet minimum labor, safety 
and navigational standards 
that must be met by ([Canadian

HONG KONG (Reuter) - Peking sur¬ 
geons, in a successful 10-hour operation, 
transplanted the right foot to the left leg of a 
woman.critically injured in a train accident 
early this year, says a Chinese news report. 

The Chinese-Ianguage Ta Kung Pao, car¬ 
rying a New C^ina agency story, said Tsui 
Wen-chien, a 2^year-old member of a com¬ 
mune in suburban Peking, was knocked down 
by a train Jan. 10. 

Her left foot was smashed below the ankle 
while her right foot was severed from the 
right leg, wdiich was smashed below the 
thigh, the agency said. 

Surgeons decided to discard the conven¬ 
tional treatment ~ amputation of both limbs 
— and transplant the healthy right foot to her 
left leg. 

The operation was so successful that the 
transplanted foot is sensitive to heat and 
cold, the agency said. 

An artificial leg was later fitted to Mias 
Tsui's right thigh and she can walk without 
crutches, the report said.
